RASPBERRIES 

The  raspberry  is  held  in  high  estimation  by  nearly  every- 
body as  one  of  the  most  agreeable  sub-acid  fruits,  not  only 
for  dessert  but  also  for  making  jams,  jellies,  sauces,  etc. 
Succeeding  the  strawberry  at  the  beginning  of  summer 
when  there  is  little  else  makes  it  almost  invaluable  in  sup- 
plying the  table  with  delicacies  at  that  season  of  the  year. 
We  find  that  the  Black  Caps  grown  here  in  Southwest 
Missouri  are  nearly  free'  from  Anthracnose,  a disease  that 
attacks  the  canes  so  badly  in  many  places. 

Raspberries  are  divided  into  two  families — the  Blacks 
which  propogate  from  the  tips  and  the  Reds  from  the 
roots.  Dry  weather  cut  the  crop  of  new  plants  very  short 
last  year.
